The protect ivt|s\stum. by encouraging 
capital to engage in productive enter¬ 
prise, has accorded to labor, skill and 
genius higher opportunities and greater 
rewards than could otherwise be se¬ 
cured, defend i ufc them against ruinous 
foreign comi*4tion while promoting 
home competition, and giving the 
American consumer better products at 
lower prices and the farirn r a letter 
market than wai> ever enjoyed under the 
free trade tariffs of the Democratic 
party. 

Wo find nothing in history or ii^ffir 
own experience to justify the rental of 
our protective'V'tHin or a charn^T in onr 
protective laws.

mestic producer and manufacturer: im¬ 
paired the fanner s home* market with¬ 
out improving hiaUmuket abroad; under¬ 
mined domestic prosperity: decreased 
the industries of t’.e nation:-diminished 
the value.of nearly all "Ur property and 
investment-, and robbed lab. r of its j n -t 
rewards! The lov-.-r the tariff tin* more 
widespread and aggravated have Ih-i-u 
those condition® Which paralyze 
progress and industries. Tliis is 
verdict of history. 

Industry and property Were excessive¬ 
ly depressed from 17*1 to 1790 and again 
from 1818 to "1824 under the 1> w tariffs 
then in operation; also from 1SJ7 to the 
end of 1842 under the compromise act of 
1833. and again frail l s 4(i to 18G1 under 
the free trade tariffs of 1840 and 1^57. 
The depression which prevailed during 
all these periods was l'elt in T*very indi¬ 
vidual pursuit ami national industry. 
On the contrary, the industries and en¬ 
ergies of the nation revived as if by 
magic from 182-ijto l*:fl uibler the pn> 
tective tariffs . f 1824 and 1828, and also 
from 1843 to the (nd of 1846 under the! 
protective tariff nf 1842. Onr progress 
in industrial devqji patent and prosperity 
from 1861 to the present time under the 
Morrill tariff and its supplements finds 
no parallel in the world'>history. Labor 
was never letter rewarded than it is 
now. 

Mr. Edward Atkinson, a careful stn- 
dent and himself'a tariff reformer, re¬ 
cently wrote. "Tbe share of the annual 
product which is now falling to work¬ 
men, in the strictest sense, is a bigger 
share of a bigger product than workmen 
have ever attained l*efore in this or any 
other country.” 

Invention, improved machinery and 
new processes. stiu mlated by our indus¬ 
trial condition.', made po'-ablt* bvpro¬ 
tective laws, h.iv® improved the prod¬ 
ucts of onr w *ivsliops and have brought 
articles of coin? rt and ueces'ity within 
the easy reach <<nthe masses, with im 
diminution of tut r*-wards*of their labor.

If 
this policy is to be re\.i-'.-di lulht 1* 
done not by clamJr ami im-T-j.t**,. uta- 
tion, not by irhacdmen and tin >ri-t'. 


not by falsehood ami hj jmm riticul solici¬ 
tude f«.r tlie j«..»t iii ui. not by exaggerat¬ 
ed laudation of tl •• chetip coat, but after 
the fullest discu—,oji aiul investigation 
by the tuber and intelligent judgment 
of the majority constitutionally r.-gis 
tered. It will never lx* to reversed 
while we i niiiin a nat. n of imlitical 
equals. Time and experience have vm 
ilicated the gt*-ut ay-stem; time and 
truth will vindicate the new law, which 
was founded upon it. False witnesses 
will be confounded by tin*unimpeach¬ 
able testimony of trade aud experience. 
Their portents have already been im¬ 
peached. False pr> phecy must fall la- 
fore good times and libounding pros¬ 
perity.
